An TELLS: THE INTER- STATE COMMERCE 


COMMITTBE SOMETHING ABOUT RAIL- 
ROADS AND LAWS RELATIVE THERETO. 
OMAHA, Neb., June 23.—The select Senate 
Committee on inter-State Commerce finished 
its labors here this evening. Witnesses were 
examined today as foliows: C. E. Yost, man- 
ager Omaha Republican: C. H. Gere, editor Lin- 
coin Journal and Secretary of the State Kail- 
way Commission; James Burrows, 8. 8. Rey- 
nolds, and Allen Root, farmers; Charles 
Francis Adams dJr., President of the 
Union Pacific; Dr. George L. Miller, editor 
of the Omaha Herald; and Thomas L. Kimball, 
General Traffic Manager of the Union Pa- 
cific. Mr. Adams and party arrived at 10 this 
morning, and at 2 he appeared before the com- 
mission. His remarks were lengthy and ex- 
haustive and delivered in his usual frank and 
impressive style. He referred the committee 
for his views on Congressional regulation to 
the pamphlet of his opinions when, three 
years ago, he was arbitrator of, the Joint Com- 
mittee of Col. Fink’s association and indorsed 
the commission system of Massachusetts. 
If pooling. was prohibited and competition 
left torun to intense rivalry, in three years 
nearly all oid corporations would be in the bands 
of receivers, and a consolidation of the institu- 
tions swamped would be formed, which would 
give the Nation one big corporation. This 
would be to independent lines what the West- 
ern Union is to smaller telegraph lines, and to 
prevent this pools were formed. Under 
the active competition of the times the in- 
vention of Bessemer steel was all that 
saved railways. He thought that enactments 
by Congress could never divert the career of 
railway corporations from the destiny to which 
they are bemg conducted by the influence of 
commercial laws. Legislation controlling trans- 
portation was of no service, and the strongest 
and dest- managed roads would survive not- 
withstanding. He deprecated railway commis- 
sions in general as inoperative, but conceded 
that with time might become in a manner 
effective. He said business ingenuity devised 
too many schemes to circumyent restrictions 
against the rebate system, discrimination. etc., 
for a law to that end to prove 
ot value. He did not believe in Governmental 
interference, but thought that to realize a 
tithe of the uto sohemes for reform and 
alleged ameliora of the reiations between 
railway and people would require bringing 
railways under one management or converting 
them into an arm of public sérvice, Kailways 
were public servants, dependent for existence 
upon friendly relations with the people, and 
sharing the fortunes of the communities they

Twenty-five Thousand nite Vet- 
erans March in the Procession 
at Portland, Me. 


Empty Sleeves and Wooden Legs Tell 
N the Tales of Bloody Battles 
Vears Ago. 
Logan the Hero of the Day The Accom- 
modations Inadequate ſor the Great 
Throng Present. 


PORTLAND, Me., June 8. I Special. Today 
there bas passed along the streets of this city . 
aliving panorama of the War. In the proces 
sion, which took over two hours of uninter- 
rupted marching to pass the grand stand, were 
men who could tell of every campaign and 
every battle of the War. There were men of 
every race, but representing the sentiment of 
loyalty ana devotion to country. The scene 
was one to be remembered. The most pathetic 
feeling was that which the age and the infir- 


mity of many of the veterans inspired, 
They are no longer young men, 
and, alas! many of them are 


no longer active men. Those who saw the 
magnificent review at Washington at the close 
of the War and saw these men from the East 
and the West march in solid columas up Penn- 
Sylvania avenue, with that easy, ‘elastic stride 
which can only come from long service, could 
but contrast that spi€ndid spectacle of a tri- 
umphant army with those who represented 
them today. The armies of the East and the 
West were rivals in those days. Sherman's army 


of the West watched that of the East the first 


day, while that of the East watched the 
men of the West the second day, 
criticise. Today there were no rivalries, bon- 
orable as they were then. Very few of these 
veterans are less than 40, and more are nearer 
50. Scores were stiff with age, weak witb dis- 
ease, and crippied with wounds. How persist- 
ently but how signally they failed to keep step 
to the music. Old men whose hearts were full 
of the ola fire limped along with canes, and 
scores could only keep up by giving no atten- 
tion to music. Never again can its stirring in- 
Spiration put the vigor of twenty years 
ago into their stiffened and _ crippled 
limbs; but they wanted once more to march 
with their comrades, even if some of them did 
it on wooden legs. This gave pathos to the 
spectaciec, and many an eye was dimmed with 
tears thereat, and at the thought that ten 
years hence few indeed will be able to march 
over today’s route, even if it vere possible to 
intensify the applause which greeted them 
from the thousands of grateful and admiring 
people who lined the streets. Imagine such

Hobie on horseback, attended by bis staff. 
Next came the Maine militia, under Brig.- 
Gen. J. Marshall Brown, a veteran of excellent 
record and acommander whom the State is 
fortunate to possess. The marching and 80l- 
dierly leading of the two regiments were com- 
mended. The invited guests, in carriages, fol- 
lowed. There were many distinguished men 
here, but the one man who attracted universal 
attention and received almost universal ap- 
plause was Gen. John A. Logan. Other men 
are popular with the rank and file of the Union 
army, but of all the volunteer Generals now 
living, Gen. Logan has the first place in their 
hearts.

The Lynn post turned out the 
largest number, and it was highly coumpliment- 
ed. John A. Andrew Post had full ranks. 
Post 7 was full in numbers, and its tattered 
battle-flag and conspicuous standard-bearer 
were applauded all along the line. New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, which followed, had sev- 
eral full posts and made an excellent appear- 
ance. 


The Western delegations were made up of 
fine-looking men, and they were cheered all 
along the line. The delegations from Illinois, 
Ohio, Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Micbi- 
gan were particuiarly noticeable.

THE AWFUL SUICIDE OF A DELAWARE 
| FARMER. 

Lewes, Del., June 23.— [Special.] — Thomas 
L. Roach, aged 53 years, who resided on a 
pleasant farm a few miles from this town, com- 
mitted suicide under shocking circumstances. 
He went to his room and took from 
a bureau drawer a razor, with which he 
cut his throat from ear to ear, 
but not deep enough to cause death.

Every Effort to Be Made to Head Off the

No important advices were received at the 
headquarters of Gen. Schofield in this city 
yesterday with reference to the Cheyenne up- 
rising. From prévious correspondence it ap- 
pears that the Indians have decided to maxe 
trouble, and all later advices go to confirm 


this supposition. Gen. Augur has been 
ordered to concentrate his forces in the 
Vicinity of Fort Keno. He is now 


at Leavenworth. The forces at Fort Reno are 
directly under command ot Maj. Sumner. Col. 
Potter of the Twenty-fourth Infantry, now at 
Fort Supply, 100 miles west of the gcene of the 
trouble, has been ordered to Fort Reno. He 
will probably take a company or two with 
him. There are now at least seven com- 
panies at Fort Reno. One of these is a 
company of colored infantry. The others are 
cavalry companies, One belongs to the 
Twenty-fourth Regiment, three belong to the 
Ninth, and three to the Fifth. Four compa- 
nies of the Fifth ee are now on the way 
there. 


An old officer of the division, who is a well- 
known Indian fighter of long experience, told 
a reporter for Taz TRIBUNE that he believed 
the present warlike spirit among the Indians 
had been aroused by the threatened en- 
croachments upon thelr lands. In some 
cases he believed it was directly due to diff. 
culties with the cattle companies and others 
who have been tenants of Indian lands. The 
Indians might be to biame. It was quite likely 
that after being paid the usual rental they bad 
wasted the money, and like so many cbildrea 
they now demanded more. The same officer 
thought it more than likely that the trouble 
bad been bastened by a recent order directing 
three companies of the Ninth Regiment at 
Fort Reno to change places with those 
of the Fifth in Wyoming. The romoval 
of this force trom Fort Reno gave rise to a 
bold spirit among the Indians in the neigubor- 
hood, who knew that the fort was left without 
adequate protection against a strong force. 
The information that the Indians were in a 
troublesome mood led to a hasty concentration 
of torces from adjacent points. The three 
companies of the Fifth, which had undertaken 
to march down to Fort Reno, were ordered to 
take the first train and complete the journey 
by rail When last heard from they 
were between Red Cloud and the 
Piatte River, and were ordered to take the 
train at Riley and proceed by rail to Caldwell. 
It is more than likely that they have already 

arrived. 

The officer was asked what he thought of the 
indications of war. He replied that it was bard 
to tell from the information at hand whether 


the. Indians could be pacified without blood- 


0 oompOse one of tue 
manly of the 
Indian tribes. They are not as brutal and 
savage as.the Apaches, but they are braver 
and more intelligent. Such intelligence as 
they have would be more likely to precipitate 
and prolong a war than lead to peaceful settle- 
ment of their grievances. The young men 
among them have been taugbt to place a high 
estimate on their war traditions. Former ex- 
ploſts of the tribe have been treasured up and 
handed down to them in exaggerated forms, 
and the ambition of the young 
bucks is to make themselves war 
riors. They are desperate fight and in 
former wars with the Government are atiowed 
themselves to be shot rather than Surrender. 
Then there is another thing which must be re- 
mewbered just at this time. The facilities 
which the Indians have for sustaining and pro- 
longing a war have not been as favorable for 
many years as they are now. Between the dis- 
appearance of the buffalo and the in- 
troduction of cattle the Indians encoun- 
tered great difficulty in obtaining food in 
times of war. Nowthe buffalo are gone, but 
the plains are covered with fine, fat cattle, and 
all they need to do when their supplies run 
short is to kill and eat. No human lives have 
yet been taken, but it is probable that the In- 
dians have killed some cattle. We are in tele- 
graphic communication with Fort Reno, but no 
details have reached us as to the cause of the 
maicontent among the Indians.“ 


THE SITUATION THREATENING AT THE 
CHEYENNE AGENCY, IN INDIAN TERRI- 
TORY—GERONIMO’S RENEGADES. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 23.—Concerning 

the troubles existing at the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indian Agency, in the Indian Terri 
tory, the situation is still regarded as threaten- 
ing. This agency was last inspected by In- 
spector Gardner Sept. 23, 1884, who, after stat- 
ing the little advancement made by these In- 
dians, reported in substance as follows ee 

The Indians have no desire to become farmers or 
to try to become self-supporting as long as the 
Government supports them in idleness and they 
receive a cash payment of (blank) dollars per head 
from leased lands, The “dog soldiers prevent 
those inclined to work from working, consider 
themselves master of the situation, and have de- 
fied the agent and the mjlitary at Fort Keno. Agent 
Dyer has made a fair statement of the situation, 
and, should he push these people in the matter of 
farming. he will meet with resistance from the 
„dog soldiers.“ and in such a case the military 
force at Reno is entirely too small, numbering only 
268 soldiers. It should be increased to ten compa- 
nies. The Indians number—Arapahoe, 2,196; Chey- 
enne, 3,769; children at school in the States, 304, 
total, 6.271. These Indians are well armed and well 
supplied with ammunition, and the male adults over 
18 number from 1,300 to 1,400, At the Arapahoe 
school the pupils number 57, and at the Cheyenne 
school 13. The Indians say they will not send any 
more children to school until they have a talk with 
the Great Father in Washington. 

Secretary Lamar bas invited Col. William 
McMichael of New York, a member of the 
Board of Indian Commissioners, to serve as a 
member of a board to investigate the différ- 
ences and troubles existing at the Cheyenne 
agency, and he bas signified his acceptance 
and will report to the Secretary at once for in- 
structions. 

From Fort Bowie June 13 Gen. Crook re- 
ports that he has reason to believe that a small 
party of Indians are still in the mountains on 
the Upper Gila River.

supposed, purchased guns and ammunition 
from evil-disposed persons: who would sell 
such suppiles for a round sum in defiance of 
law. With these weapons they are fixed fora 
fight with the cowboys and residents of the 
western part of the county, against whom 
they cherish a bitter hatred, which is fully re- 
turned. The stockmen assert that these 
Indians steal their borses and cattle, and, after 
slaughtering the latter, they run the horses off 
to the reservation and seek protection under 
the agency. Last winter, when the first com- 
plaints were made by the cattlemen 
of depredations by the Utes, Mr. 
Stolisteimer subscribed to the truth of 
these reports, and he was afterwards 
appointed as agent on the recommendation of 
these men on account of his long acquaint- 
ance with the tribe. He has lately denied the 
stories of recent depredations, and, as he has 
gone to investigate these late reports, his re- 
turn is awaited with much interest.

LOGS AND LUMBER. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 23.—(Special.]—

only about 160,000,000 feet on sticks, and deal- 
ers are compelled to buy among themselves to 
fill orders.

The feature of the day in the Senate was the 
final passage of the resolution authorizing the 
Governor to appoint a commission to revise 
the revenue code. The opposition to it, in part 
at least, suggested some disfavor to the meas- 
ure on the part of ‘corporations. Senator 
Hamilton, however, objected to it, not because 
the revenue laws are not in need of revision, 
but for the reason, as he stated, that tne Legis- 
lature is properly chargeable with that juty. 
It is said that a number of persons have al- 
ready applied to Gov. Oglesby for places on 
the committee. Representatives of the Chicago 
Real-Estate Board have been working very in- 
dustriously in behalf of the measure, and have 
undoubtedly contributed to its success. Aside 
from adopting this resolution, the Senate did 
hittle. Senators who desired to call up the 
Truck bill and some other measures that a fac- 
tion does not want were either refused recog- 
nition by the presiding officer or were voted 
out of a hearing. It is proper to state, how- 
ever, that the bili to authorize foreign corpora- 
tions having a capital of less than $250,000 to 
carry on the business of suretyship in this 
State was not only permitted a hearing, but 
the bill was passed. 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

The Investigating Committee had what 
might be called a field-day. The long-sought 
Superintendent Tubdbs appeared to tell what 
he knew about the Telegraph bill, which many 
of the members were threatening to pass. Mr. 
Tubbs appeared before the committee with W. 
B. Keep of Chicago as his counsel, It was 
agreed that Mr. McDonaid should actin the 
same capacity for Representative Baker as 
far as examining witnesses went, Accuser 
and accused . faced each other, and a0 par 
tiality was shown by the committee in the re- 
morseless questions it put to the witnesses. 
Mr. Tubbs identified the affidavit made by 
bim and in answer to questions reiterated that 
Baker had offered to defeat the Telegraph bill 
ousideration. He gave the’ particulars 
of the interview at the Leland Hotel as here- 
tofore related. Baker, he said, made a direct 
demand for $500 at the start and $2,000 later. 
Mr. Tubbs said he had refused to éntertain 
this offer for two reasons: It was too high, 


and he was not’ authorized by his company to 


accept any proposition for the defeat of 
the bill. He thought be nad made the affidavit 
originally at the suggestion of Representative 
Harper. He had sent it by mailto Springfield 
to a telegraph employé, who had delivered it 
into the bands of Speaker Haines, and nad in- 
tended it mainly for the private information of 
Messrs. Haines and Harper. He did not in- 
tend it should be used except as a last resort to 
defeat the Telegraph bill. Several leading ques- 
tions were put to Mr. Tubbs to know whether 
Haines bad been directiy employed by the 
Western Union to look after its interests, and 
to these he gave a negative answer. He under- 
stood that the Speaker was in a general way 
friendly to the telegraph company, and for 
that reason had placed the afiidavit in the 
Speaker’s hands. Questioned further, Mr. 
Tubbs disclaimed knowledge of any money 
having been placed at Springfield by his com- 
pany to influence legislation. He explained 
his evasion of the committee’s subpena for 
two weeks by stating that he received contra- 
dictory advice from his friends as to what 
course of action to pursue, and he determined to 
await General-Superintendent Clowry’s return 
before giving his testimony to the committee. 

Representative Baker was sworn and flatly 
contradicted every allegation made by Mr. 
Tubbs. He did this pointedly and unflinchingly, 
so that there was no ¢vasion.., The witnesses 
were facing each other, and it was simply a 
question which one was committing perjury. 
Baker insisted that he visited Tubbs’ room at 
the hotel at the latter’s invitation, and that be 
had stated his intention to sincerely support 
the Telegraph bill. Baker declared Tubbs made 
the statement that he was in Springfield to de- 
feat hostile legislation, and gave de- 
tails of what he was ~willing to 
do in this line. Baker declared 
that he would listen to no overtures of 
a dishonorable character, and so informed 
Tubbs. He gave in detail everything which he 
claimed took place in the interviews, and was 
several times contradicted in turn dy Mr. 
Tubbs. For more than two hours the two 
witnesses told their conflicting stories, and 
when they were through the committee’s be- 
wilderment was complete. 

No more witnesses were examined, but 
Campbell of Hamilton was allowed to put in an 
affidavit which he declared should be accepted 
as evidence and would vindicate his character 
from the aspersions cast upon it in connection 
with the butterine bills. He showed copies of 
telegrams he had sent to Geneva Lake in order 
to get the affidavit. This remarkable docu- 
ment, which will be of interest at Eigin as well 
as at Springfield, is as follows; 

State of Wisconsin, County of Walworth: William H. 
Hintze and Delmoct EB. Wood, being first duly 
sworn according to law, depose and say, that they 
are residents of Wigin,: Kane County, III., and 
members of the Hain Board of Trade; that on or 
about the 25th day of March last they, with other 
members of a committee appointed by said Board 
of Trade, visited the City of Springfield for the 
purpose of procuring the passage of a iaw 
to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine and butterine made and sold in 
imitation of pure butter; that while there they be- 
came acquainted with Mr. James R. Campbell of 
the House, who had introduced a bill designed to 
accomplish the above object some three weeks 
previous to the visit of the committee. Mr. Camp- 
bell read his bill to us, and we found it to be in 
substance the same as the bill introduced into the 
Senate by Mr. Snyder, lacking, however, the ma- 
chinerys for putting it in force, which, in the opin-

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

Mr. Snyder called up the Senate bill on third 
reading appropriating $200,000 to establish a 
soldiers’ and sailors’ home, and it passed— 
yeas, 95; nays, 12. The measure went through 
witha whirl. The bill provides that not less 
than forty nor more than 320 acres of land 
shall be purchased on which to construct the 
building. The Governor is to appoint seven 
Commissioners, without pay, to select the site 
of the home. When this is done the Governor 
is to appoint three trustees, who shall be a 
body politic and shall supervise the construc- 
tion of the building, receiving specifications, 
advertising for bids, and the like. 
The trustees are invested with the 
usual powers in regard to the admission, 
mainte bande, and discharge of inmates. After 
the building is completed the Legislature will 
have to make the usual appropriation for its 
running expenses. There is already some dis- 
cussion ag to who the Commissioners and 
trustees will be. The location of the site is 
also a subject of interest, and it is said that a 
few speculators in the General Assembly have 
had an eye to the main chance in supporting 
the bill. A thrifty Senator, who helped get 
the bill through the Senate, is sald to have 
some desirable land for sale in the vicinity of

THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 
Several hours were spent over the Normal 


appropriations, the chief of which was the 


$152,000 for rebuildimg the Southern Normal 
at Carbondale. Tue bill was supported by 
Linegar, Miller, Rogers of Jackson, Choisser, 
and other members from Southern Illinois. 
The strongest opposition came from members 
of the Committee on Education, who visited 
Carbondale and made a report that $75,000 was 
enough to rebuild the burned structure. Mac- 
Milian, Moore of Brown, Crafts, Gray, Grahum 
of Macon, McDonald, and Dill did most of the 
talking against the appropriation. They took the 
position that unless the institution was willing 


to take $75,000 it should be allowed notpbing. 


Among the many amendments offered was one 
fiximg the amount at thissum. Linegar re- 
plied to some of the criticisms made with heat, 
declaring that the friends of Normal want- 
ed it distinctly understood Southern [linois 
did not ask the appropriation as a charity and 
was not in need of charitable donations for 
educauonal purposes. A test vote was taken 
on the question by Rogers. of Jackson 
moving to table MacMillan’s amendment to 
reduce the amount to $75,000. The amend- 
ment was tabled—yeas Tl, nays 52. The main 
question was then ordered to prevent further 
amendments, and the bill was advanced to 
third reading—yeas 80, nays 17. The House 
then adjourned, leaving the appropriation for 
the ordinary expenses of the Bloommegton 
Normal institution hung up. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. Miller got the General Appropriation bill 
taken up and spoke in favor of his motion to 
reconsider the failure to allow $55,000 for a 
new roof. on the State-Hcuse dome. Mesars. 
Calhoun and Caldwell also favored this 
appropriation and Mr. Linegar op- 
posed it. The motion to reconsider 
prevailed, and an amendment was 
then offered, striking out $55,000 for reroofing 
the dome and inserting $23,000 for repair pur- 
poses. This amendment was adopted without 
much opposition. Mr. Chapman gota new 
paragraph inserted setting aside $12,000 for the 
expenses of the proposed revenue commission, 
and the amount for conveying offenders to the 
Pontiac Reform-School was placed at $5,000— 
the original figures. 

Mr. Bassett had an amendment added to the 
pleuro-pueumonia paragraph providing that 
compensation for animais slaughtered under 
the old laws should be proved tip and 
paid out of the appropriation. Under 
old law $100 was allowed for 
every animal slaughtered, while the amend- 
ments made on the pleuro-pneumonia para- 
graph of the bill fixed the maximum compen- 
sation at $75. The amendment was adopted, 
but Bassett subsequentiy tried to have it 
stricken out. The House refused to allow this, 
and the General Appropriation bill was sent to 
third reading. 

The appropriation for new building and im- 
provements at the Kankakee Insane Asylum 
was also advanced, as was the one for a new 
building at the Reform Schoo! at Pontiac. 

REVENUE REFORM. 

Tho resolution recently passed by the House 
providing for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to revise the revenue laws of the State 
was adopted by the Senate today. The com- 
mission is to consist ot twelve members, to be 
selected by the Governor, an equal number to 
be taken from the two leading politica! parties. 
The committee are to meet in Springfield the 
first Wednesday in September next, and their 
duty is to propose and frame ai revenue 
code which, in their 
judgment, shall be

and individual or corporate avocations, and 
report the same to the next General Assembly 
of the State of Illinois. It is

motive to acquire money without giving any ade- 
quate compensation for it.

people here engaged in the construction of the 
same kind of buildings that this man put up. It is 
necessary to teach: them that the consequences 
will be very serious to themselves as well as to 
other people. I have watched this case very closely 
and have arrived at the conciusion that this man 
should be severely punished, so that other people 
may not follow in his footsteps. Sentence of the 
court is therefore that you be imprisoned for ten 
years at hard labor in the State Prison, and that 
you pay a fine of $500 or remain in prison for an 
additional term equal to the fine.

A CELEBRATED CASE. 

The case of the La Farge Decorative Art 
Company against John La Farge, who is 
charged with keeping in his possession several 
photograpus that are claimed by the company, 
is attracting much interest in art circles. This 
company has nad contracts for making several 
celebrated works of decorative art, among them 
the Ames memorial window and the Harvard 
class window. Mr. Chamberlain, who is suing 
in the name of the company, that in 
September, 1384, there were abstracted from 
the company’s rooms four solam photographs 
of females, all of life size. Mr. Chambers 
laiu further charges that there were 
stolen tracings made from the ph 


otographbs and 
transferred to paper, four photographs of a 


small drawing of the central window, a small 
water-color picture of the figure ** Sorrow,” 
and a drawing of ** Andromache that formed a. 
part of the Harvard ciass window. All these 
articles Mr. Chamberlain values at $3,100. Mr. 
Chamberlain says that Mr: La who was 
the art director of the company, refused to de- 
liver the articles named when asked to do 860. 
Counsel tor Mr. La Farge indignantly denied 
the charge of larceny and held that the tin- 
types and photographs are his client’s exclu- 
sive property. The models were women who 
had posed for Mr. La with 
the distinct understanding that the pho- 
tograbhs should never pass from 
his possession, and would never be made pub- 
lic. This was an oblication which was recog- 
nized by ail artists throughout the world, and 
it would be considered dishonorable for 
any artist to violate such obli- 
gation. It was known that the high 
character of Mr. La Farge’s work was due to 
some extent to the fact that women of social 
standing ana refinement had posed for him, 
and to violate the sacred p made to them 
not to give up their photographs would be dis- 
honorable. The case will have another hear 
ing at 9:30 o’clock Monday morning. 

TWO DROWNINGS AND SEVEN SUICIDES. 

Suicides and drowning cases are reported 
from various parts of this State. Friday,while 
Miss Carrie B. Balfour, an accom teach- 
er of Ogdensburg, was boat-riding with her 
lover, she accidentally fell into the water and 
was drowned.

No one, of course, ob- 
jects to Mr. Hendricks because he is a 
Democrat, and no one would deprecate more 
earnestly than the present writer the obtrusion 
ot party differences into these annual gather- 
ings of classmates and friends. But the one 
amply sufficient reason why this particular 
person should not receive the official honors of 
Harvard College lies in the notorious facts that 
in time of National peril he was unfaithful to 
his duties as a citizen; that he pursued a course 
which directly tended, if it was not designed, 
to ‘give sid and comfort to the enemy’; 
and that de was an babitual and 
bitter reviler of the

VICE-PRESIDENT HENDRICKS AT YALE. 

New HAvxx, Conn., June 23.—(/Special.|— 
Vice-President Hendricks before the graduat- 
ing class of Yale Law School today discussed 
“The United States Supreme Court.“ His re- 
marks were carefully written out. He read 
for over an hour steadily—read till he was 
boarse.

jurisdiction, than an address suggestive of any 
changes or reforms. In this it was disappoint- 
ing, for much bad been promised in that direc- 
tion. He eulogized Wirt, Webster, Pinckney, 


and Marshall. This was the orator’s poetical 


tribute to Marshall: 

“The applause of his deeds overtook him while 
the robe yet rested on his shoulders. He went to 
his eternal rest renowned throughout the earth. 
His fame bas grown in the passing years, and 
now, sixty years after his call to the great fo- 
rum, 60,000,000 of people praise him with in- 
creasing veneration as they contemplate the 
niagnincence of his works and the deep {ounda- 
tions thereof. The Supreme Court is his 
grandest monument—pure, white, firm, im- 
movable, let it ever stand.” 

Speaking of the jeral-tender decision, he 
said: 

In its nature and importance it rose high 
above any question in English courts. It in- 
volved the powers of Congress over the cur- 
rency of the Country, and it may be the abili- 
ty of the Government to provide for its own 
welfare in periods of greatest peril. In such 
investigation the Judges passed beyond the 
sphere of ordinary judicial inquiry into the 
field of statesmanship.”’ 

Wilson Howard Pierce of Brookfield Centre, 
Conn., won the Townsend oration prize in 
the Law Sehool. Pierce paid his way 
through gollege by buying oid clocks and 
other bric-A-brac iu back coubtry towns and 
selling them at fancy prices to New York and 
New Haven coliectors.

WISCONSIN UNIVERSITY. 

Mapison, Wis., June 23.—(Special.|—The 
Board of State University Regents met today 
and elected officers as foliows: President,

Dean, Madison. The special committee, ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges preferred 
by President Bascom against Regent E. W. 
Keyes of dishonesty in failing to properly exe- 
cute contracts in to the delivery of 
sbade-trees to the university, rendered a re- 
port unanimously exonerating that gentleman, 
and recommending that the request of 
President Bascom that Col. Keyes be 
removed from membership of tne board 
be denied. The report and recommendation 
were adopted. This practically ends the 
Keyes-Bascom controversy for the present, as 
the charges made by Keyes against Bascom a 
year ago have been quietly pigeonboled by the 
board. It is reported by the President's 
friends that he feels much chagrined at the 
flat failure of his attempt against Keyes, and 
will resign in the fall. Bascom's charges are 
regarded even by bis friends as very flimsy. 

Thie afternoon olass-day exercises were held 
at Assembly Hall on the campus. They were 
interesting, and were attended by an audience 
which completely filled the hall. Ethel Bush- 
nellof Omro acted as President, while H. B. 
Worthington of Centralia performed the duties 
of Marshal. The salutatorian was J. W. Vernon 
of Madison.

The session was taken up 
with the Treasurer’s report and the trans- 
action of minor business for a short period 
after convening, and the balance of the ses- 
sion was given to a discussion which lasted 
until the close without a conclusion being ar- 
rived at. The subject, however, will be con- 
tinued at the adjourned meeting this morning 
and may in the end involve a change ia the 
faculty. Officers will be elected and de- 
grees voted at this meeting. The treas- 
urer's report in brief is as follows: 
For academy and coilege—Receipts for the 
year, including last year’s balance, $18,430.30; 
disbursements, $19,611.14. Cash assets, paya- 
ble July 1, $3,784; liabilities, including the ex- 
cess of disbursements over receipts as shown 
above, $3,407, whictr is a balance of $878 for 
the year. The financial report for Ferry Hall 
or Seminary shows an excess of receipts over 
expenditures to the amount of nearly $2,500.

THE SPOILS GENEKALLY. 

Attorney-General Garland is proceeding to 
make wholesale removais in his department 
without any suggestions as to civil service or 
any hypocriticai talk about offensive partisan- 
ship. No charges have been made against any 
of the gentiemen who have been removed. 
They are simply told in a frank way that their 
places are wanted for Democrats. No star- 
chamber inquest has been made in any case, 
and there is no attempt to place uny stigma 
upon them. It is believed that by July 1 there 
will be few of the old employés left in the De- 
partment of Justice. 

Secretary Manning made a number of dis- 
missals in the Treasury Department today, in- 
cluding sixteen clerks in the Sixth Auditor’s 
office and eigbteen messengers, most of whom 
were employed in the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau. It is expected that more reniovals will 
be made between now and the Ist prox. Mr. 
Graves, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, had an interview with Secretary 
Manning this afternoon in regard tothe pro- 
posed reorganization of that bureau. The 
policy to be pursued is not quite settied, but it 
appears to be generally understood that the 
force will be reduced and the expenses other- 
wise curtailed. 

Mr. E. O. Sykes, who declined to accept the 
appointment as Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue in Mississippi, is the Mr. Sykes who figured 
so prominently in the Boutweil-Mississippi in- 
vestigation in 1875. Some members of the 
Senate Committee are familiar with that testi- 
moay, and it may be the knowledge of that fact 
which prompted the friends of the Administra- 
tion to induce Sykes to decline the appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Burohard of Illinois, Director of the 
Mint, according to present information, has 
decided to test the power of the President to 
remove him from office. There are two offices 
in the Treasury created by special statute, the 
tenure of which itis assumed makes it impos- 
sible for the President to suspend the incum- 
beats unless the Senate shall consent. These 
two offices, it is claimed, are exempt from the 
operation of the Tenure-of-Office act as now 
construed—namely: that the suspended officer 
cannot be restored to office, even if the Senate 
shall refuse to confirm his successor. The

in view of the fact that the county will have 
to pay out $15,000 cash as soon as the plants 
are put in, and $2,000 a month thereafter until 
the appliances are paid for, a reporter yes- 
terday investigated the truth of Van Peit’s 
assertion that after the $15,000 was paid 
the county institutions could be supplied with 


light for less money than they are now by 


means of gas. Mr. Van Pelt asserted that the 
bilis for lighting the Court-House, hospital, 
jail, and Criminal Court had frequently 
amounted to as much as $2,000 amonth. The 
reporter carefully inspected the gas bills from 
these institutions for one year from May 1, 
1884, and found that the bilis footed up $13,013, 
which, divided by twelve, gives a montbly ay- 
erage of $1,084. The heaviest gas bill on reo- 
ord io the office of the clerk of the County 
Board for the last two years is $774 for lighting 
the Court-House during the month of 
January last. Ou account of its architecture 
the balls and offices m the Court-House 
are dark, and unless the days are bright and 
the sun is out the greater part of the day gas 
is kept burning contisually. Extravagance 
and inattention to business on the part of the 
janitors have a great deal to do with expensive 
gas bills. For the month of May, 1884, the gas 
Lill for the Court-House was only $526, and for 
June of the same year only $354. As the bills 
for the corresponding months of this year have 
not been rendered no comparison can be made, 
but itis safe to say that they will be nearly 
double. The gas bilis at the hospital are as 
heavy as those at the Court-House, but why 


they should be so is a question, since the 


bospital is a very lightsome building.

tates an additional monthly expense to the 
county in one way or another.

WHAT BECAME OF THE GAS BID? 

Mr. G. B. Dunne, a gas engineer and builder 
of gas-works, bas a very interesting story to 
tell in connection with the resolution passed 
by the County Board last Monday under Van 
Pelt's management and authorizing the mak- 
ing of a contract for the electric-lighting 
of eounty institutions at an outiay of 
$80,000 for the age alone. Some time nearly 
two years ago, Mr. Dunne, in ant wer to an ad- 
vertisement, had put in a bid for furnishing 
gas works for the infirmary and the insane 
asylum at Jefferson on which the County Board 
had not acted. Learning about two weeks ago 
that the County Board was about to secure 
better lighting tacilities for the county institu- 
tions, Mr. Dunne inquired at the office of the 
County Commissioners about the matter. He 
was told by Clerk Bailey to see Van Pelt. 
Wednesday of last week he had an interview 
with Van Peit in the rooms of the County 
Board, in which he says Van Pelt told 
him that tho county could only 
pay in . installments and suggested 
that Mr. Dunne make bids to build gas-works 
for the Jefferson institutions, as weil as for 
the County Hospital, and also make a bid to 
furnish gas, giving the county the privilege of 
purebasing the works in time. Mr. Dunne 
then prepared bids as follows: Coal-gas works 
to supply the insane asylum and the infirmary 
for $15,000, payable in instailments to be 
agreed upon later; coal-gas works for the 
County Hospital at the same price and on 
same conditions: works for either place for the 
manufacture of gas under the Springer proc- 
ess, including the patentee’s license, for 
$25,000, payable in instaliments; to furnish gas 
for the County Hospital at $1 per 1,000 feet 
and for the Jefferson institutions at $1.70 per 
1,900, the works to become the property of the 
county on payment of the price of the works 
as given in the bid. : 

These bids Mr. Dunne handed to Van Pelt 
last Thursday, having been enjoined by him 
to speak to nobody about the matter and to 
give him the bids. Mr. Dunne explained the 
bids to Van Peit, and supplemented them with 
the statement that the Chicago Gas & Con- 
struction Company was backing him, and would 
give ample security for the fulfillment of the 
contracts, and would also guarantee that the 
cost of gas if manufactured by the county 
would not exceed 50 cents per thousand 
provided [Illinois coal This 
statement was repeated to Van 
Pelt at a subsequent interview Friday, when 
he again impressed it on Dunne to keep quiet 
about the matter and trust bim implicitiy. The 
bids would be considered next Thursday and 
everything would be ail right.

In fact, it has lost any 
merit it may ounce have had as a false pre- 
tense, and is now only a subject of open ridi- 
cule in one party and subdued merriment in 
the other, while everybody understands that 
Mr. Cleveland is a strictly Democratic Presi- 
dent and is taking possession of the offices 
as rapidly as ible. In the course of three 
months he has @ more removals than oc- 
eurred during the first forty years after the 
organization of the Federal Government, 
Jackson himself, who ranks as the patron saint 
of the Democratic spoils policy, did not make 
an average of over two removals a day, while 
Mr. Cleveland rarely fails of ten or twelve, 
and at the present rate will change every 
Presidential office in the Government before 
his term is half served. ‘The boundless ap- 
petite of the Democracy is of course not yet 
satisfied, but Mr. Cleveland is laboring to 
that end as no President ever did before, It 
is an insult to common intelligence to talk 
about this Administration being devoted to 
the principles of civil-service reform.

There is 
nothmg offensive about men who served 
in the Rebel army or made them- 
selves active among the Knights of the Golden 
Cirele. In fact, the line of offensive parti- 
sanship” is so drawn as to include all Demo- 
crats and exclude all Republicans, and Jack- 
son himself could not have devised a better 
maxim for a spoils-grabbing Administration. 
Indeed, before the victors can enjoy the 


spoils according to the Jacksonian system it 


is necessary that offensive partisans” 
shall be removed under the Cleveland 
method. ‘The one maxim is twin to the 
other. 

It is time even for mugwumps to drop the

THE TORIES IN OFFICE. 

English politics promises to run smoothly 
again for a time at least, provided the Tories 
do not venture to inaugurate any new poli- 
cies which will antagonize the Liberals. The 
compromise which has been effected between 
Mr. Gladstone and the Marquis of Salisbury 
seems to be in the nature of an understand- 
ing that he will assist the new Government 
in completing the ordinary business of the 
session, which secures the success of the Re- 
distribution bill, the House of Lords hav- 
ing adopted yesterday all the amendments 
which were made in the Commons. At the 
same time he reserves liberty of action on 
any new measure of importance which may 
come up. 

The situation is none the less a triumph 
for Mr. Gladstone, In the very moment of 
victory the Tories,who have been denouncing 
him with the vilest of epithets and have 
been condemning him as vacillating, eow- 
ardly, and incapable, have been compelled to 


confess that they cannot govern England, 


without his help, and he in turn holds them 
down to the business which he has originated 
himself, and which remains unfinished be- 
cause of his retiracy from office, This is 
one of the anomalies of British government, 
that one party should resort to all manner of 
tactics and combiaations to get the other out 
of power, and when it has secured its ends 
should be unable to assume power unless the 
defeated party comes to its rescue, The 
Marquis of Salisbury, for instance, suc- 
ceeded in deposing Mr. Gladstone, but the 
Marquis of Salisbury has to demand an ex- 
plicit promise of help from Mr. Gladstone 
betore he .dares to take his place. But 
which of the two is the more power- 
ful, the Marquis of Salisbury as Premier 
or Mr. Gladstone on the floor of the House 
of Commons as a simple member of Parlia- 
ment, without whose help the Tory Lord 
confesses he cannot govern England? 
Summed up, the situation seems to be that 
the Tories have agreed to run the Govern- 
ment until November, or the Liberals have 
allowed them to undertake it, provided they 
will only finish up the work which Mr. Glad- 


stone had cut out. If this is not a personal 


triumph for him it looks very much like one. 
The Tory victory is not of the kind which 
Beaconsfield used to win. 


SOUTHERN PAPERS ON REBEE PEN- 
SIONS. 

The Southern papers are very sensitive 
about any discussion of the State pensions 
now being provided for Rebel soldiers. They 
are quick to wrath in replying to Northern 
comments, but slow to explain why loyal 
Union men should be taxed to pay such pen- 
Pions. This is the real point of the matter, 
but the Southern papers are not disposed to 
give it any consideration. Evading the real 
question in dispute, they grow valiant fight- 
ing men of straw of their own creation. Let 
them now come back to the previous ques- 
tion and explain what justice there is in for- 
cing loyal men to contribute to pay Rebel pen- 
sions, and if successful in this they may con- 
sider the whole matter settled in their favor. 

Replying to the suggestion that Rebel pen- 
sions must be granted contrary to the spirit 
of the fourteenth amendment the Memphis 
Avalanche says: Well, suppose it is, what 
are you going to do about it? North Caro- 
“lina is making up lists for that very pur- 
„pose.“ It is probable Northern people can 
do nothing about it except to point out the 
injustice of the proceeding and ask why it is 
that a loyal man living in the South cannot 
receive the same justice he would in the 
North. Loyal National men in the North 
would never consent to be taxed for Rebel 
secession pensions, but in the South it is 
proposed to tax them for that purpose and 
force them to make the payment. It is a 
rather grim proceeding, for instance, to tax 
a colored man to reward those who fought to 
hold him in slavery forever; but if any ques- 
tion is made the familiar Southern answer is, 
What do you propose to do about it?“ 

It is no answer to the injustice complained 
of to say that Rebels and non-belicvers in 
Nationality are taxed to pay the pensions of 
men who served in the Union army. That 
is simply the fortune of war. The Rebels 
did, indeed, deny that they were a part of the 
Nation, but they were compelled to abandon 
this doctrine and surrender, as they did at 
Donelson, and Vicksburg, and Appomattox. 
By the act of surrender they acknowledged 
allegiance to the National Government; they 
became a part of the Nation, and hence lia- 
ble for a due share of all National taxes. But 
the men who fought on the other side neyer 
abandoned their doctrine of Nationality and 
made no surrender to State sovereignty. 
They triumphed at every point, Yet it is 
now proposed to tax any of these men who 
live in the Southern States and force them 
to pay the moral debts and obligations of the 
Southern Confederacy; and against all objec- 
tions the only reply is, What Go You pro 
pose to do about it?“ 

The Memphis Avalanche says: 

The disposition on the part of the Southern 
States to pension the invalid and crippled Con- 


federate soldiers will become more and more 
manifest as the States become financially able 


to assume the responsibility. 


That is to say, the wealth created by the 
labor of the free negroes, as well as that 
brought in by people from the North, will 
now be taxed to pay the moral 


obligations 
and debts of the Southern Confederacy. Is 


there nothing to save a Joyal man from being | 
e e e i treason?

claim against the Nation, and the Southern 
Confederacy is no longer in existence. The 
very States have been “reconstructed.” By 
the fortune of war the Rebel soldier was on 
the losing side, and his only claim now is on 
the generosity of his sympathizers and 
friends.

INDIA AND THE AFGHAN QUESTION, 

The position of India in the recent dispute 
between England and Russia was not a ques- 
tionable one. However vacillating or concil- 
iatory the Home Government might appear, 
India was fora fight, first, last, and all the 
time; and now that a peaceable solution of 
the problem has been reached she is grum- 
bling worse than ever. A dispatch from Cal- 
cutta to the London Times says that the 
whole Anglo-Indian community and all its 
press organs, with a single exception, regard 
the policy of the recent Government as fatal 
to British prestige, and as certain to produce 
a crop of still graver difficulties in the imme- 
diate future. The native newspapers are not 
far behind in their denunciations, as will be 
seen by the following extract from the Hin- 
doo Patriot, whieh, after alluding to Beacons- 
field’s ‘‘ Peace with honor,“ says: 

His great rival bas now achieved peace, but 
even his most ardent admirers will not venture 
to associate with it the epithet of honor.“ 
Painful as it isto loyal subjects to say so, it 
cannot be dented that honor has not been the 
prominent object of these negotiations. Peace 
at any price” is what has been sougut and ac- 
quired at the sacrifice of that honor which has 
hitherto been so jealously guarded by English- 
Wenn the pala verings now going on are 
intended mainiy, if not entirely, to keep up ap- 
pearances, and to save a shred of the mantic 
which was virtually abandoned with the abdi- 
cation of all claim to compensation for tne 
marked discourtesy of Russia in not sending 
her Commissioner, and for the Penjdeh out- 
rage. 

The same paper says that if war were de- 
clared now it might last two years, at the end 
of which time Russia would be reduced to 
bankruptcy, while the cost to India would 
not exceed $250,000,000, imposing on her an 
annual charge of about $10,000,000, while 
peace now will necessitate the immediate out- 
lay of about $125,000,000 on the fortification 
of the frontier and the improvement of com- 
munications, as well as an increase of the 
army, which will cost annually about $20,- 
000,000 more. The Indian belligerent, how- 
ever, lets his martial zeal run away with him 
and does not consider the equally or more 
than possible reverse of the question—name- 
ly: that the war might cost $500,000,000 and 
end in defeat after all, while the peace out- 
lay will place India in a position where she 
ean be defended on her own frontier be- 
yond any possibility of Russian success. One 
thing is certain: The frontiers of India and 
Russian territory in Asia are destined to 
touch each other sooner or later. Then if 
Russia seeks to go further war is unavoida- 
ble» In that would not India be better 
off fighting behind her impregnable mount- 
ain walls, with her communications finished 
and perfect, than she would be fighting a 
thousand miles away from them with imper- 
fect communications and without the requisit 
means of transportation or subsistence? Is 
not the certainty of success half a dozen 
years hence preferable to the probability of 
defeat now? at was the view taken by 
Mr. Gladstone, aud it is sate to say that nei- 
ther the Marguis of Salisbury nor even the 
bellicose Lord Randolph Churchill, who is 
now Secretary of, State for India, will take a 
different view of, the situation. 

It is due to the p ple of India, however, 
to say that their faith isnot alone manifested 
in words, but also in works. In spite of hot 
weather and cholera, they are working like 
beavers to finish up the Quettah railroad and 
extend it to Candahar, without which means 
of transportation All talk of successful war 
with Russia is folly. It is further reported 
that the Government of Nepaul, which lies 
under the mountain range to the north of In- 
dia, and is one of its Switzerlands, is giving 
every facility for recruiting men for the five 
new Goorkha regiments, the very flower of 
the Indian troops, and that the Prime Minis- 
ter has offered 4,000 recruits and gives leave 
to the British agent to collect recruits in a 
depot at Khatmandoo, where they can be 
drilled before leaving India. Admitting the 
zeal and courage of the natives, these very 
movements in perfecting transportation and 
in raising troops have their principal value 
when considered with reference to the future. 
They are the very instrumentalities which 
help maintain British prestige, which might 
otherwise suffer by a headlong attack upon 


Russia, 


TIME TO DROP THE NONSENSE. 

The Washington Post, a strong Democratic 
paper, refers to the triumph of the Democ- 
racy in electing Cleveland, and then says 
with manly candor: ‘‘ We are entitled to its 
„fruits; no one questions our right to take 
„ possession; on the contrary, it is expected 
‘of us. Is there any reason why we should

There are ninety- 
seven in ali, and it is estimated that Waukegan 
has at least an equal number of women who 
have passed the limit of three-score and ten, 
For a Western town with a total population of 
about 4,000 this is a remarkably <ood showing. 
Of the persons enumerated one is over 100 
years old, two over 90, thirteen over 80, and 
eighty over 70. Waukegan appears to have an 
unusually large percentage of aged people in 
its population, but it is frequently the case 
that carefully-ascertained facts dispute all the 
theories about the rarity of old age. Some fif- 
teen years ago, when it was first pro- 
posed to pension the surviving veterans 
of the War of 1812, it became impor- 
tant to estimate their probable number. The 
officials of the Pension Bureau accordingly en- 
tered into an exhaustive calculation based on 
the tables showing expectancy of life and all 
the data that could be drawn from the previous 
pension lists of the Government. The con- 
clusion reached was that there could not be 
more than 6,000 soldiers of the War of 1812 
still living in the year 1871. Congress thought 
the Government could easily afford to pension 
this number, and the lists were accordingly 
opened, with the result that over 40,000 ap- 
plications were filed within a short time. Some 
ot these were spurious, but over 30,000 of the 
ciaims were proved, and the officials expressed 
astonishment to find how many of the veterans 
still survived. There might be only one or 
two in a community, but when the whole coun- 
try was searched they were found by the 
thousands.

The Queen has confirmed Lord Salisbury’s 
Cabinet.

At 
an informal meeting today they decided 
to fight the budget unless it is fully satis- 
factory and to oppose the issue of exchequer 
bonds to meet the deficit.

REFORM IN MEXICO. 


— 
THE SALARIES OF ALL OFFICIALS REDUCED 
AND EXPENSES IN EVERY LEPARTMENT 
OF THE GOVERNMENT CUT DOWN TU THE 

LOWEST FIGURE POSSIBLE. 

City oF Mexico, June 23.—Great excite- 
ment has prevailed here today in financial and 
railway circles owing to the sudden 
official announcement by the Government 
of new laws regarding the payment 
of taxes, the cutting down of official salaries, 
and the suspension of railway subsidies. The 
financial embarrassment of the Government 
has been growing steadily worse of late, and 
the remedy, though severe, will give 
the Government, itis hoped, a chance to re- 
eover from its condigon ot pecuniary distress. 
By official decree of the President it is an- 
nounced that from the date of the lawall taxes 
now in force shall be paid in cash or 
notes of the National Bank of Mexico. Cus- 
tom-house certificates are no longer re- 
ceivable. The second article .of this de- 
crée provides that, for the purpose of 
retiring from circulation notes and bills 
constituting the floating debt, and to 
cover pending obligations, the Federal Treas- 
ury shall issue Ireasury bonds of the value of 
$25,000,000, at 6 per cent interest, paya- 
ble in twenty-five years. Salaries of 
over $500 per annum are to de sub- 
jected to discounts; on salaries of 
trom $500 to 81.000, 10 per cent; on salaries of 
trom $1,000 to $2,000, 15 per cent; on salaries 
of from $2,000 to $6,000, 20 per cent; on sala- 
ries of from $6,000 to $15,000, 25 per cent; on 
salaries over $15,000, 50 per cent. Each 
official whose salary is reduced receives from 
the Treasury a certificate of indebtedness cov- 
ering the percentage taken off, No money is 
to de spent on new public works except 
for repairs. Double salaries, except in 
a few cases, are abolished. The 
President asks of all officials a cheerful ac- 
ceptance of this necessary economical reform, 
and points to the fact that bis own salary is 
reduced one-half, Nothing definit is said re- 
garding railway subsidies, but it is certain 
they are at least temporarily suspended.

The representatives of lane roads running east 
from this city are still pondering over the question 
as to what the new freight rates to the Hast should 
be. At the meeting held at the office of Joint 
Agent T. C. Moore yesterday afternoon it was 
found that the instructions which they had received 
from their superior omeers were still conflicting. 
None of the managers who were present at the 
meeting of the Committee of Eighteen in Cin- 
einnati last week seemed to agree as to 
what was intended by the resolution advan- 
cing the rates passed at that meeting. One or 
two of the roads simply had instructions to the ef- 
fect that rates were to be advanced to the basis of 
15 cents on grain or 20 cents on provisions from 
Chicago to New York. The instructions of others 
were to the effect that the rates were to be ad- 
vanced tothe basis of 20 cents on grain and 25 
cents on provisions, Chicago to New York, but any 
of the Chicago roads were at liberty to puy a re- 
bate of five cents per 100 pounds on grain, this re- 
bate not to apply to the products of grain or to 
provisions. One of the roads had instructions that 
the rebate was to be allowed on both grain and 
provisions, but its representative had instructions 
to bill everything flat, which virtually put the 
rates on the basis of 15 cents per 100 pounds on 
grain and 20 cents on provisions. The meeting ad- 
journed with the understanding that the repre- 
sentatives present would report to their superior 
officers the conflicting instructions and meet again 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon to come to a definit con- 
clusion-as to what rate should be made and at 
what time it is to be put into effect. 

It is learned from an authoritative source that 
the Cincinnati meeting did agree upon an advance 
in rates to the basis of 20 cents on grain, Chicago 
to New York, and 25 cents on provisions, but 
an exception was made in favor of the 
Chicago roads, which were allowed to give 
a rebate On grain only of five cents per 100 pounds 
from Chicago only, because the latter had to com- 
pete against the lake lines, and at a 20-cent rate 
could get no business as long as navigation was 
open. One of the Chicago roads, however, ob- 
jected to this rebate business, and insisted that a 
fiat rate of 15 cents on grain should be made, as it 
would be unjust to make a higher rate from in- 
terior points than from Chicago. This, of course, 
prevented the promulgation ot the 20-cent rate, 
and hence the misunderstanding as to what the 
rate should be. Itis quite certain that at today’s 
meeting it will be decided to make a flat rate of 15 
cents on grain and 20 cents on provisions. These 
rates will be ordered to be put into effect July 1. 


THE COLORADO-UTAH POOL. 
The notice of withdrawal from the Coloradd- 


Utah pool given by the Milwaukee & St. Paul some 
time ago expires tomorrow. Most of the man- 
agers think the pool should not be allowed to ter- 
minate without an effort to harmonize the conflict- 
ing interests, and it is quite probable that an agree- 
ment will be made to extend the pool for thirty 
days, and in the meantime steps are to be taken to 
secure a reorganization of the pool. Ifit is al- 
lowed to terminate it is feared another war on Col- 
orado and Utah business, both east and west of 
the Missouri River, will be brought on. Un- 
der the agreement the pool west of the 
river ceases to exist also, if the pool east 
of the river is terminated. The Milwaukee & St. 
Paul people say their notice of withdrawal is due 
to the low percentage awarded them by the arbitra- 
tor, and unless their percentage is increased they 
will not join in a reorganization of the pool. They 
say, however, that itis not their intention to cut 
rates and bring on a war us long as rates are main 
tained by the other roads. But without the re- 
straint of a pooling agreement some one of the 
roads will try to gain an advantage by cutting rates, 
and as soon as this is found out all the other roads 
will follow suit. It ts also probebie thut some of 
the roads interested in this business will commence 
to cut the rates for the very purpose of forcing the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul to terms. 

THE RATE ON THE WASHBURN BUSINESS, 
* The notice given Monday by Commissioner Car- 
man of the Northwestern Traffic Association that 
the local St. Pau) Committee had decided that the 
business of the St. Paul & Omaha’s Washburn line 
is to be pooled at a 1244 cent rate on flour and mill- 
stuff from Minneapolis and St. Paul to Washburn 
referred to future business only. The rate at 
which the past business of the Washburn line is to 
be pooled has not yet been settled. This 
matter was referred to Arbitrator Bogue. 
The latter sent a request yester- 
day to the General Manegers of the various 
roads requesting them to submit their arguments 
on the subject.as speedily as possible to enable 
him to arrive at a correct conclusion, As the ar- 
rangement with the St. Paul & Duluth Road by 
which the latter is guaranteed a certain amountof 
business daily was not made until/a short time 
ago, it is quite probabie that Arbitrator Bogue will 
decide that the Northwestern was justified in meet- 
ing the competition of the St. Paul & Duluth, and 
fix the rate at which the past business of the Wash- 
burn line is to be pooled at less than the regular 
1244-cent rate. 


RALPH BAGALEY’S QUARREL WITH THE 
SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA SYNDICATE. 


NEw YORK, June 23.—-Mr. Ralph Bagaley’s suit 
against William K. Vanderbilt and other members 
of the South Pennsylvania syndicate, which is 
brought to break up that syndicate, and comes be- 
fore the court en a motion for an injunction to re- 
strain the committee from taking any further ac- 
tion in the matter and for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver to wind up the affairs of the syndicate, was 
resumed today in the Superior Court, special 
term, before Chief-Justice Sedgwick. 

An additional affidavit by Mr. Bagaley was pre- 
sented in which he stated that he never consented 
to any delay on the part of the South Pennsyl- 
vania Railway Company in executing its mortgage 
for $20,000,000 on account of a contemplated 
change in its route or for any other cause. He de- 
clared that he never consented that the committee 
should advance money of the subscribers to the 
construction company without receiving all stocks 
and bonds therefor, simultaneously with such ad- 
vances as required by the provisions of the syndi- 
cate agreement, and that he did not know 
prior to bringing this action that such advances had 
been made upon the notes of the construction com- 
pany for stocks and bonds when issued, or other- 
wise, than precisely as required by the terms of 
the agreement, 

Col. Edward C. James opened the argument to- 
day in support of the motion. After he had fin- 
ished Mr. Bangs commenced his argument for the 
defendant. Mr. Bangs argued that an injunction 
could not be granted, contending that no charge of 
wrong-doing was made against dofendants; that 
there was nothing to show that they in- 
tended to deprive Mr. Bagaley of his money 
or defraud him in any way. He also claimed that 
the general rule was that where one wrongdser 
contributed money to another wrongdoer tke court 
would leave them exactly where they stood. Coun- 
sel characterized as absurd the contention of Mr. 
Bagaley that he had not authorized the organiza- 
tion of the construction company, and declared 
that such a contract was exactly the thing con- 
templated by the syndicate agreement. He asserted 
that never before did à person stand in such a 
ridiculous attitude before a court of justice, for he 
either wanted the contract rescinded or wanted to 
compel the committee to give him the bonds, which 
he says are illegal. If this were an iilegal agree- 
ment plaintiff could not enforce it. The prayer of 
his original complaint. was that he had a well-de- 
fined point. The constitutional question was pure- 
ly an afterthought. 

“We have a right to know,” said counsel, 
“whetner this committee has a right to proceed, 
under this syndicate agreement, under the assump- 
tion that there has been a contract for construc- 
tion made between the railroad company and the 
construction company. Their position is that sich 
a contract has been made and that they have 
the right to call upon ithe subscribers 
for money and to advance that money to the con- 
struction company. This complainant comes into 
this court and says that the condition precedent 
hag not been performed, and that the construction 
contract is void under the laws of the State where 
it was made.“ 

It that is 60.“ sat the Judge, it is only de- 
cause the plaintiff can be injured in respect to 
some legal or equitable right by the syndicate. I 
am unable to say how.they can declare this agree- 
ment void and get an Injunction.” 

Col. James agreed in conciusion that the con- 
tract with the construction company was in contra- 
vention of a provision of the Pennsylvania State 
Constitation that no corporation shall issue stock 
or bonds except for money, labor done, or money 
or property actually received, and all fictitious in- 
crease of stock or indebtedness shall be void, be- 
cause all of the $40,000,000 received by the con- 
straction company in @xcess of $15,000,000 was a 
fictitious increase of steck and indebtedness, and 

unauthorted and void. 

r. Bangs followed in opposition to the motion. 
and declared that the idea of applying to the court 
for the appointment of an ad interim re- 
ceiver was a new application, unprecedented and 
unwarranted by pringiples and not justified by 
any of the elasticiti¢ 
ing of Mr. Mr. Bangs said 
that his request was.a very serious one, which 
could only be maintained upon very serious 
grounds. ur does he want a receiver? He 
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Mr. Johnson of Pennsylvania anata that the 
syndicate agreement was not in violation of the 
Constitution of the State of Pennsylvania, and he 
was followed by Col. James. who made the closing 
remarks. He argued that the attempt of the mem- 
bers of the syndicate to put out $40,000,000 of stock 
for $20,000,000 was a fraud upon the Constitution 
and upon the people of the State of Pennsylvania.

THE OREGON NAVIGATION JOINT LEASE. 


St. PAUL, Minn., June 23.—[Special,)—President 
Harris of the Northern Pacific, together with Col. 
Gray, counsel for the company, were in the city 
last night, leaving today for the West, Mr. Harris 
had a consultation last evening with General Man- 
ager Oakes, President Adams, and General .Man- 
ager Callaway of the Union Pacific on the project- 
ed joint leasing of the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company. Mr. Harris said this morning that 
the iease had been yirtually decided upon. He 
said that the report that the Oregon Company 
was opposed to the iease is without founda- 
tion. That company deciined making 4 
lease with the Northern Pacific alone some time 
ago, and was the first to propose the joint lease. 
It bas several reasons tor doing this, the most im- 
portant being the threat of the Oregon Central 
Company to build its projected line frum Hunting- 
ton. This company is an independent concern, or- 
ganized for the purpose of building a line, which 
the projectors hoped would be the Union Pacific's 
outlet to the Pacitic. The new line was intended 
to be run from Huntington, the Union Pacific’s 
extreme western terminus and the junction point 
of the Oregon Short Line and the Baker City 
Branch of the Oregon Navigation, due west to the 
Willamette Valley, and thence northward through 
the valley to Portland. The building of this line 
has been a constant menace te the Oregon Naviga- 
tion people, and was what forced them ta push the 
completion of their Baker City Branch to a junc- 
tion with the Union Pacific. Now that this junction 
has been made and the Union Pacific hasan en- 
trance into Portland there is littie likelihood of the 
Oregon Central’s line being built. The making 
of the lease will in no way affect the build- 
ing of the Cascade Division of the 
Northern Pacific. The force employed on its con- 
struction bas been somewhat reduced, but work 
has by no means deen stopped. Construction 
work from Tacoma east continues. Owing to the 
great tunnel through the Cascades the division 
will probably not be ready for operation inside of 
two years. The hole to be drilled through the 
mountains will be very nearly a mile in length and 
will cost upw — x $750,000. Speaking of the 
Eastern termin ints of this company, Mr. 
Harris said it was not the intention of the company 
to in any way transfer any of its terminal 
business from St. Paul ard Minneapolis to Ashiand.

THE NATIONAL CAR ACCOUNTANTS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jone 23.— [Special. 
Nationai Car Accountants met in annual session at 
West Hotel this morning, President W. A. 
Moody in the chair. The attendance was the 
largest in the history of the association. The re- 
port of the’ treasurer showed that the expenditures 
for the year eniing June 22 were $570.88, and the 
eee $565.18. The election of officers resulted 
as follows: President, Frank M. Luce, Chicago & 
Northwestern; Vice-President, A. P. Wilder, 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé; Secretary, D. F.

The committee 
appointed to wait upon the Master Car- 
Builders’ Association reported that the plan tor 
marking fast-freigut cars was adopted by them. 
The committee to wait on managers of fast- 
freight lines reported that they refused to take 
charge of the mileage of the cars on their respec- 
tive lines for the. purpose of shading the earnings 
of each series of cars separately. The committee 
appointed to confer with the managers of the New 
England roads relative to the movements of cars 
over those lines, and the methods employed in the 
New England clearing-houses, gave a long report, 
showing the eréat advantages arising from their 
systems, and recommending that an effort be made 
to get the New England roads in the association. 
The committee appointed to wait on General Man- 
agers about full mHeage on car bodies and to se- 
cure a uniform rate of mileage for passenger 
equipment reported that all roads, with the excep- 
tion of the Norfolk & Western, were paying the 
uniform rate of three-quarter cent per mile. 


A NEW PROJECT IN THE NORTHWEST. 


ADA, Minn., June 23.—[{Special.|—The Ada, 
Grand Forks & Duiuth Railroad scheme, about 
which so much was said a month or two ago, has 
come up again. A new organization is under way, 
which also embraces a change of direction from 
that first proposed. The road is now planned to 
run north of the White Earth Indian Reservation, 
and north of Leech Lake to Duluth, and west 
straight through the country, crossing the Red 
River near Caledonia, Dak., and thence straight 
west or northwest into Dakota. It is to be called 
the Duluth, Ada & Northern Dakota 
Road. The organization is composed 
mostly of Ada bnsiness-men, with two outsiders. 
Certain St. Paul and Minneapolis capitalists have 
agreed, if the road is surveyed and the right of way 
procured, that they will furnish the money to build 
and equip this road from the Red River to a junc- 
tion with the Duluth 4 Winnipeg or the Brainerd 
& Northwestern east tothe reservation. Anum- 
per of Fargo capitalists have agreed to take hold 
of the matter and push the road on the Dakota side. 
Active work will be begun early next spring on 
track-laying. It is estimated that this road can 
be built and equipped, as far as proposed, for $9,000 
per mile. 


RAILROAD THROAT-CUTTING. 


New York Sun: One of the potent factors in the 
present financial and commercial calamity is the 
West Shore Railroad. It was built to break down 
the New York Central, but while it has accom- 
plished that purpose to a signal extent it has 
broken down utterly itself. It wasawiid and fool- 
hardy undertaking, and its projectors have paid 
dearly for their foily. 

Another enterprise ofa similar nature is the so- 
called South Pennsylvania Railroad. That is built, 
or is to be built, as a parallel line to the Pennsyi- 
vanig Railroad. This new undertaking would seem 
to be breaking down before its completion, and be- 
fore it has produced any effect on the Pennsylva- 
nia, because the partners in it are quarreling 
among themselves. The curious thing about it, 
too, is that it is the work of people who ought to 
know better. The South Pennsylvania is mainly 
the undertaking of the Vanderbilts, who, not con- 
tent with the diminution ef one-third or more in 
the market value of their enormous property here 
in New York, have gone about to produce a similar 
diminution in the value of the Pennsy!vania. 

Another illustration of the same spirit and the 
same tolly appears in the building ot the Baltimore 
& Ohio from Baltimore to Philadeiphia for the pur- 
pose of making another through line from Baiti- 
more to New York. This is the enterprise of a 
capitalist whose name was once associated with 
none but conservative ideas—namely: Mr. Garrett, 
the President of that great Maryiard corporation. 
The new line is nat required by any demand of 
public necessity; all that it proposes might proba- 
bly be accomplished better and cheaper by other 
means. and when it is done it cannot pay much; 
vut it may be used to reduce seriously the value of 
the Peunsyivania line. 

It might be supposed that the great capitalists of 
the country would not be the leaders in the work of 
destroying property and continuing the evil times 
upon which business of every sort — fallen; but 
in the instances that we have mentioned great 
capitalists are themselves the authors and the 
agents of the far-reaching mischief.

THE NEW GAS ORDINANCE. 
BENEVOLENT ALDERMEN TRYING TO GET NEW 
YORK CAPITALISTS INTERESTED IN IT. 

The llth of May the Council passed an ordi- 
nance granting to George P. Everhart, a real- 
estate agent, John A. Lomax, a pop manu- 
facturer, and James Clare, a saloonkeeper, 
the right to construct, maintain, and operate 
gas works within the City of Chicago, together 
with the right of way along, upon, and under 
all the avenues, streets, alleys, and publio 
places in said city for the purpose of placing, 
operating, repairing, and maintaining one or 
more lines of gas mains and pipes, and all nec 
essary feeders and service-pipes in connection 
therewith for lightmg and fuel purposes.“ 

Every section of the ordinance commenced 
with the words, such persons and their as- 
signs.” As originally introduced it contained 
a provision prohibiting the sale of the fran- 
chise, but this was stricken out on motion of 
Ald. Colvin. 

A few days after the passage of the ordinance 
a TRIBUNE reporter asked a Chicago gas-man 
what such a franchise was worth. He replied, 
About $100,000." No one, however, in Chi- 
cago would pay such a sum, the old company 
valuing it at only $25,000, and offering that sum 
for it, which the owners of course would not 
accept. 

A month or so ago Henry MeGurren of the 
County Clerk's office went to Washington to 
put in his claim for the United States Marshal 
ship. On his way bome he stopped to see New 
York, and while there, it is understood, told 
some of his friends and others about 
the opportunity to start u new 
gas company in Chicago. He succeeded 
in getting capitalists to agree to put up $190,- 
000, a particular friend wanting a third inter- 
est.

The owners theniselves, while well off, 
haven't $1,000,000 to chip in, so they want to 
get vapitalists to help them, being satisfied to 
take $100,000 and let others manage 
business, 


CITY-HALL GLEANINGS. 
A QUESTION OF LICENSES-—-AN EPISODE 
THE HEALTH OFFICE. 

State street bridge will be open to travel this 
evening or tomorrow morning. 

Six saloon licenses were issued yesterday, 
making 3,335 since May 1, or thirty-five more 
than during the whole of last year. 

The Council Committee on Licenses has 
agreed to recommend the refunding of the 
money paid by restaurantkeepers as a license 
fee, the Law Department having decided that 
this should be done. While it was agreed to 
recommend the repeal of the druggists’ license 
of $25 for selling liquor, a provision will be re- 
ported requiring them to keep a registry of all 
liquor sold except for medicinal purposes, the 
object being to send policemen around occa- 
sionally in citizens’ clothes to find out whether 
the druggists keep their pledge not to allow 
whisky to be drank in their stores, 

The Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys 
wiil meet Thursday afternoon and consider the 
suggestion of Postmaster Judd regarding the 
change ot street names in order to avoid the 
delays in delivering mail. 

Dr. Gleason, Registrar of Vital Statistics 
at the Health Office, is charged with kiss- 
ing a pretty girl.

YESTERDAY'S MEETING OF THE DIRECTORATE 
: OF THE REGULAR BOARD. 


At the regular meeting of the directors of the | 
Board of Trade R. P. Bissell, J. W. Taft, W. 4. 
Caverly, and L. B. Eaton were admitted to 
membership. The petition in favor of opening 
at 10:80 a. m. Mondays during July and August 
was approved by the directors. President

directors’ decision will be posted for a ballot 
of the members next Friday. Mr. Faulkner's 
case was postponed for a week at his own re- 
quest. Percival Garretson, suspended for non- 
fulfillment of a contract, was reinstated. A 
communication from the managers of the State 
Fair asking .the codperation of the board in 
securing premiums for fat stock was referred 
to the Committee on Miscellaneous Business. 
A communication from the farmers of Colfax, 
W. T., asking the board’s assistance in procur- 
ing better freight communication on the North- 
ern Pacific Road was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Transportation. A communication 
from aukee Board of Trade asking 
that all erin in transit be dropped from the 
weekly statement of visible supply so as to se- 
cure better accord between the New York and 


Chicago statistics was referred to Secretary 


Stone to report. A resolution by Director Nor- 
ton that all parties buying and selling the priv- 
jleges of membership shall file their appiica- 
tions with the Secretary, who shall keep them 
in a book open for inspection, and that no em- 
ploy of the board shall act as a broker in the 
purchase and sale of memberships, was unani- 
mously adopted, 

Superintendent Zeublin of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Telegraph Company asked the boara’s 
permission to use a tube for sending messages 
to his company’s branch offices in the Gaff 
Building and other piaces for transmission to 
approved correspondents of the board. Per- 
mission was granted subject to the supervision 
of the Market Committee. 

The directors then took up a communication 
from the builders of the Rialio office building 
with regard to the common alley between the 
two buildings. The Rialto people, in order to 
be able to place the boilers tor their machinery 
under this alley, wished the Board of Trade to 
relinquish its claim to the north haif for one- 
half its length and bave in exchange the en- 
tire remaining halt of the alley. The directors 
unanimously disapproved the proposition. 

OPEN BOARD DIRECTORS. 

The directors of the Open Board have posted 
a number of amendments tothe rules which 
will be discussed and considered at a meeting 
of the association to be held Tuesday, July 2, 
at 3:30 p. m., ana voted on ata ballot of the 
association to be held Friday, July 3, between 
the hours of 10 a. m. and 2 p. m. 

The most important amendment is that to 
Rule 1, Sec. 1, which deals with the period of 
tenure of office by the directorate. Hitherto 
the President, Vice-President, and directors 

*have been elected for the term of one year, 
but the amendment provides that at the an- 
nual meeting of the association it shall elect 
four directors for the term of two years, and 
four for the term of one year; and thereafter 
four directors, to hold office for the term of 
two years, shall be elected anuually.“ 

Au amendment to Rule 2, Sec. 3, provides 
that every person not a member of this associ- 
ation, and who represents a member or a firm 
and transacts business for them in the trading 
circles of the exchange hall, must be provided 
with either a special cierk’s ticket or a cer- 
tifleate as a business representative of a regu- 
lar membership.“ An additional section to 
the same rule provides that any member or 
his legal representative claiming to act as a 
broker shall be required to name his principal 
at the time the trade was made, if demanded, 
or failing to do so shall thereafter he held re- 
sponsible for such trade at the option of the 
party with whom he shall have made the trade, 
and shall also be beid liable for the acceptance 
of such trade by bis pr rincipal."' 

An amendment to Rule 16, Sec. 8, increases 
the amount of associations bonds which may 
be deposited as margins or security from $2,000 
to $5,000. 


THE ITALIAN MURDER. 
CARUSO’S SLAYERS PLACED ON TRIAL~HARD 
WORK GETTING A JURY. 


The trial of the five Italians—Ignazio Silves- 
tri, Augustino Gelardi, Ignazio Bova, antonio 
Mercurio, and Giovanni Azari—charged with 
the murder of Filippo Caruso, was berun be- 
fore Judge Hawes yesterday morning. Mr. 
Baumafn, the colored lawyer, appeared for 
Silvestri and Gelardi, Messrs. Sears and Dona- 
hoe for Bova and Mercurio, and Miss Kane for 
Azeri, It was apparent at an early stage of 
the proceedings that the defense would insist 
on taking advantage of every quibble permit- 
ted by the law, but the Judge soon convinced 
them that it was his opinion the cause of jus- 
tice would not be injured in the least 
if a hearing was had at once. Con- 
trary to expectations very littie interest 
appeared to be manifested in the case, there 
being but few Italians present and not many 
others. State-Attorney Grinneil is authority 
for the statement that the prejudice against 
the defendants among their own countrymen 
in this city is so strong that it was with the 
greatest difficulty that an interpreter could be 
secured. The prisoners were brought in and 
seated under the shadow of the Judge’s desk. 
where they sat stolidly and listened to pro- 
ceedings of which they understood not a word. 
The first bone of contention was the panel. 
The law provides that each prisoner shall be 
served with a copy of the panel, but when the 
panel was called it was found that the first 
twelve names had not been on the list fur- 
nished the defendants. This dificulty having 
been adjusted satisfactorily, a motion for a 
continuance was made by Miss Kane in behalf 
of Azari, which, after considerable 
discussion, was overruled by the court. 
Miss Kane then asked for a severance for 


Azari, in this counection, however, stating that 
she had no other reasons to urge upon this 
point than were contained in the affidavit for 
continuance. The severance not being agreed 
to, Messrs. Sears and Donahoe, fur Bova and 
Mercurio, asked that the indictments for mur- 
der in the first degree against their clients be 
quashed, and that they be arraigned and tried 
as accessories only. The Judge not acceding 
to this, the impaneling of the jury was begun. 
This part of the work was attended witn the 
usual difficulties, counsel being afflicted with 
the customafy desire to be technical and enter- 

a thousand and one trivial objections. 
While all this was going on the defendants in- 
terested themselves in gazing around the 
court-room, and did not betray any unusual 
signs of fear or trepidation. Candidates for 


jurors were rapidly disposed of, the 
majority of them having heard of 
the case in one way or ano ther. 


Mr. Grinnell left the jury-box full when be 
closed his questioning, having excused several, 
and then Mr. Baumann, atterasevere exami- 
nation, relieved nine of them. The box was 
again filed, and Mr. Baumann went at his 
work with renewed zeal. One hundred and 
five challenges were allowed for the five de- 
fendants, being twenty-one each, and it was 
apparent that the defense did not propose to 
let an opportunity for an objection go by. 
During the course of the examination of mem- 
bers of the panel one old man named Hug- 
gard, when asked if he bad found or expressed 
an opinion, replied that he had.

PROVIDING FOR THE CHILDREN OF DECEASED 
FREEMASONS. 

The prospectus of the Illinois Masonic 
Orphans’ Home, which was incorporated March 
11, 1885, has just been issued. In it appears 
the following:

Sometimes, inspired by 
the action of sister jurisdictions, it has even 
sumed a definit shape iu the appointment of co 
mittees, etc.; but when the ardor which 
had prompted the movement had somewhat 
abated, and the difficulties which environed the 
undertaking had become manifest, the matter was 
suffered to drop and the project of a home was 
permitted toremain an unsolved problem of the 
future. Brethren, the time hascome! The prob- 
lem has been solved; and, no longer a theme of 
idle speculation or visionary plans, the Illinois 
Masonic Orphans’ Home has become a fixed and 
permanent fact. The faint foreshadowings of 
thirty years have developed into a magnificent en- 
terprise that shall form a noble monument to the 
Masons of this generation and a priceless heritage 
for the generations that are to come. To the craft 
in general we now urgently appeal to come for- 
ward and engage with us in this undertaking. 

The aim and object of the association is to 
provide and maintain at or near Ohicago a 
home for the nurture, and intellectual, moral, 
and physical culture of indigent children of 
deceased Freemasons of the State of Lilinois, 


and atemporary shelter and asylum for sick 
or indigent widows of such deceased Free- 
masons.” 

The first and most pressing want is a suitable 
buildmg for the purposes of a home. It is the 


desire of the trustees to secure a few acres of. 


land at some convenient and accessible point 
near the City of Chicago,and this being attained, 
they believe, from pledges and promises already 
received, that no difficulty will be experienced 
in obtaining funds for the erection ofa build 
ing suitable in every respect for the purpose 
contemplated and a credit to the Masonic fra- 
ternity of the jurisdiction. Pending this, how- 
ever, a building fund has been started, which 
already has reached avery respectable figure 
up among the thousands. Accessions to this 
fund are being received every day, and, should 
the contributions suffer no diminution from 
the present wéekly volume, the close of the 
year will see not less than $50,000 in the treas- 
ury and available for this purpose.

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CHAUTAUQUA CIRCLES. 
AN INTERESTING MEETING LAST NIGHT. 

There was a meeting last night in the parlor 
of tne Young Men's Christian Association in 
Farwell Hall of the various Chautauqua Liter- 
ary and Scientific Ciroles of the city, there be- 
ing delegations present, also, representing cir- 
cles in Hyde Park, Aurora, Evanston, and 
other places. The parlor was quite full, in 
fact too full for comfort, but the exercises, 
notwithstanding, which were of a most inter- 
esting character, were heartily appreciated. 
The principal event of the evening was 
reading of a paper by Mrs. Lora 
Stimpson, a teacher in the North Chicago High- 
School, upon The Chautauqua Movement, 
giving its history and development. A letter 
of regret was read from Dr. J. H. Vincent of 
New York, the father and founder of the or- 
ganization, who was unable to be present, and 
brief addresses were delivered by Dr. Hatfield, 
Dr. Shepherd, the Rev. Mr. Marsh, Dr. Burnell, 
and others. Succeeding this program the time 
was taken upin social converse, and it was not 
until a late hour, which is to say late for dis- 
ciples of learning, that the assemblage dis- 
persed. Mr. W. S. Mather, of the Peripatetic 
Circle, presided. 

There are now ten or twelve Chautauqua 
Circles in Chicago and several in the subur- 
ban towns, with a membership of be- 
eral hundred. The number of Chautau- 
quans in the United States at the present 
time is not far from 60,000, and this is being 
constantly added to. The reunion held last 
night was the first which bas ever been held 
here, but it is proposed in the future to make 
them a feature of the organization and they 
will be held annually if not oftener. What is 
known as the Chautauqua movement was in- 
aucurated in 1878 by the Rev. Dr. Vincent, the 
circles or societies being for the dissemination 
of literary and scientific knowledge. There is 
asocial feature, perhaps not entirely unthought 
of by the founder, but this is more in the 
nature of a side issue and not incorporated in 
the principles and declarations of the organiza- 
tion. The meetings of the Chautauquans in 
the East, held yearly and in the summer at 
Chautauqua Lake, have partaken of a National 
character, and have not failed to excite the 
greatest interest throughout the countrys, 
many of the renowned scientific and literary 
men of the Nation having been in attendance. 


The test for entrance into a circle 
of the Cbautauguans is not 830 Gru- 
cial as that required by the Concord 


School of Philosophy, for it is intended to con- 
vey instruction to those who might not be able 
to comprehend the abstruse teachings of the 
Concord Sages. For the coming year the Chau- 
tauquans are to study the history of Rome, 
and this subject will form the theme of dis- 
cussion at the meetings of the various circles. 
The Chautauquans do things according to pro- 
gram, and the studies are given out the same 
as in any other school-room, the difference be- 
ihg that the pupils are adult and are resident 
in cities of all sizes from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. The interest in these circles is rapidiy 
spreading in Chicago, and it is expected that 
several new ones will be formed here within 
the coming few months. In addition to the ob- 
jects already stated, another purpose of the as- 
sembiage at Farwell Hall last night was that 
the members of the various circles become ac- 
quainted with each other.

CAN DO NOTHING WITH HIM. 

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., June 23.—(Special.}—

„He appeared to me,“ said she, to be un- 
changed since I had last seen him in Philadel- 
phia, some time ago. One can’t judge, though, 
as to whether he is better or worse, for 


one moment he talks as intelligently 
as any one and the next be 
wanders off almost incoberently. We 


had talked together but a few minutes when 
he turned to me and said: Well, you are go- 
ing home. I'll be over tomorrow for sure.“ I 
have no idea that be will come. One might 
have imagined from the way in which he spoke 
to me that we had been together for months 
instead of only for a few minutes. But that is 
his way. He spende his time wandering aim- 
lesly among the hotels meeting old friends and 
talking of old times. He will meet a friend, 
chat with him a moment, and suddenly leave 
him with most astonishing abruptness. There 
is no doubt that his condition is becoming 
worse. It can’t belp becoming so, living as he 
does, with everything to encourage the devel- 
opment of his compiaict. But what can I do? 
Nothing that will avail anything. If I could 
bave my way he would now be at home and 
constantly under watchful eyes. But be will 
not come. He prefers a wandering life with- 
out any restrictions. When he does come 
home he will not stay. Just when I think 
that he is settled off he goes. I don’t know 
what I can do with bim. So long as he 
remains in New York Mr. Conover, who was 
so long with him, looks after him. Of course 
this is a great consolation to me, but it does 
not entirely relieve my mind. I am constantly 
in dread of hearing of something happening 
him. Personally I have no hope of being able 
to do anything with him. If he becomes vio- 
lent or obstreperous in New York I suppose 
his friends there will see that he is confined. 
I believe that if he ied a quieter life and sub- 
jected himseif to regular habits and the 

pline of home his mind would speedily improve.

There is the whole trouble. It was only a few 
weeks ago that he insisted upon acting at a 
benefit in New York. His friends knew that 
he was not in a condition to appear, but they 
went on with the arrangements, hoping to con- 
vince him of his mental weakness.

That did no good, though, for he still insisted 
that his mind was unimpaired, and that his 
failure was due to sudden iliness. If he could 
be convinced that his mind is weak I believe 
that we could do something with him.”

Judge Tuley yesterday morning rendered a very | 
lengthy opinion in the ease of the heirs of the late 
Benjamin Harris against the South Park Commis- 
sioners, Paul Cornell, and others, which involved 
the title to what is known as Jackson Park, a por- 
tion of the South Park system. All parties claimed 
through Mark Nobile, who owned the land and con- 
veyed it to Benjamin Harris in October, 1836. 
In 1837, before Harris’ deed was re- 
corded, Jefferson Gardner recovered a ‘judg- 


ment against Noble, abd in 1840 this land 


was sold thereunder to N. W. Watson, from 
whom Cornell and the South Park Commissioners 


derived title. About 1871 Harris filed the original 
bill in the present suit to have the Cornell & yale 
lows decree set aside on the ground of juontiy hed by 
fraud. An amended bill was subseg uently 

the heirs, making similar charges. The Judge | 201 
that the judgment against Noble could not 
tacked collaterally. The proof also was not suffi- 
cient to show that the execution under which the 
land was sold was invalid. The execu 
sale, therefore, must be held to be valid. 
All the interest Noble or Harris had passed to the 
P under the execution sale. If the sale 
was legal, there was no equity that Harris, or his 
assignee, or those holding under him could set up 
to prevent the issuing of a deed.

The Harris heirs were tably | 
stopped from claiming any title under the alleged 
void judgment, because, by their own «ct in 
taking away the files of the court in the 
Cornell & Fellows case, they had prevented 
the South Park Commissioners five ascertaining 
any defect in the decree. Lastly, there was a very 


strong equity that after the lapse of so many years,. 


the alleged invalid judgment should not be set up 
against those who purchased under the judgment 
and had been in possession and made improve- 
ments relying on an apparently good title. For 
thirty years the Harris heirs have never paid a dol- 
lar Of taxes or exercised any acts of ownership 
over the land, and there must therefore be 
held to be an acquiescence of the complainants 
and cross-complainant which constituted equita- 
dle laches, The bili and cross-bill would therefore 
be dismissed for want of equity. 


THE EVANSTON ROAD MAEES A LITTLE 
FURTHER PROGRESS IN ITS LITIGATION. 


A decision was also rendered by Judge Tuley in 
the case or the Chicago & Northwestern Railway 
Company against the Chicago & Evanston Rail- 
road, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Rail- 
road, and others, which was a pill to prevent the 
Evanston Road from connecting its tracks with the 
Northwestern tracks on Canal street, near Kinzie 
street. The Judge said the only tracks on 
Canal street were laid under the ordi- 
nance of 1858. The Northwestern claimed 3 
part ownership in tne tracks, and the ownership of 
the land on both sides of Canal street from Kinzie 
street 200 feet south. The Evanston. clatmed 
the right under the ordinance of 1858 to make the 
connection on Canal street within the lines of the 
Northwestern Road’s limits, The latter, however; 
claimed it was not bound to allow this, as it was 
nota party tothe suit of the Attorney-General 
against the Chicago & Evanston Road. This was 
undoubtedly the case as to property rights, but so 
far as the public was concerned it was a 
judicial declaration that the Evanston Road 
had a legislative sanction and a municipal license 
so to do. It did not need municipal au ority, be- 
cause the .ordinance of 1858 gave it ample power, 
The same ordinance gave the Evanston Road the 


right to connect with the tracks in Canal street, | 


and it was not necessary to institute any condem- 
nation proceedings. The ordinance of 1858 was 
still in force under the new charter, though no 
new tracks could be laid in Canal street without a 
petition. There was no proprietorship in the street 
given by the ordinance of 1858, and hence there 


was no damage tothe Northwestern Road by al- 


lowing the Evanston Road to connect. A tempo- 
rary injunction, however, would be issued to re- 
strain the Chicago & Evanston from making any 
connection by force, and the case would be referred 
to a Master in Chancery to report how 
and on what terms the connection should 
be made. The right to make a connection would 
be finally granted by the court, as it would not be 
practicable for the arbitrators provided Dy the or- 
dinance of 1858 to settie the question. When the 
master’s report came in the Evanston Road might 
apply for a mandatory ihjunction. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION SUITS.

A WIDOW WANTS AN ACCOUNTING. 


Mrs. Anne Clowry, widow of the late Jeremiah 
Clowry, filed a billin the Circuit Court yesterday 
against the heirs of Clowry and others, asking for 
the appointment of new trustees for the estate. 
Clowry died Nov. 25, 1876, leaving a large estate, 
comprising a quarry on the Calumet feeder, Nos. 
2538 and 255 South Park avenue, 135 West Four- 
teenth street, etc. By his will, William H. Clowry 
of New York City, and Robert 8. Wiison of Chicago 
were appointed trustees, and the widow executrix. 
Wilson died Dec. 22, 1883, bequeathing his estate 
to W. A. Montgomery as executor. In June, 1884, 
W. H. Clowry, the other trustee, died, 
naming Nicholas J. Hughes as his exeeutor. 
W. H. Clowry was a Catholic priest in New York 
City, and left all his property to the St. Gabriel’s 
Church. Neither of Jeremiah Clowry’s trustees 
mentioned in their wills the trusts imposed on 
them as such trustees, and the widow now wants 
new trustees appointed for the estate of her hus- 
band and an accounting from the executors of the 
late trustees. 

AFTER THEIR CATTLE. 72 


The Western Land & Cattle Company began a re- 
plevin suit in the United States Circuit Court
